That the attendance at the Lutheran 
Summei Assembly 
which opens here 
Friday, for a week’s session, will be 
double that of the record-breaking en- 
f 
rollment of last >ear is the prediction 
made by officers in charge of arrange­ 
ments. 
The number here in 1916 was 
approximately 250. 
Largely responsible for this big in­ 
crease is the addition of the General 
Council branch of the Lutheran church 
to the Assembly. 
The summer m eet­ 
ings have been growing in favor ev**r 
since they 
have been held here 
and 
the new body's joining, with its re­ 
presentation 
in 
many 
large 
arid 
wealthy churches, will mean a corre­ 
sponding growth in the total who will 
spend the week here. 
Every room 
in both of the 
large 
seminary buildings bas been engaged 
for the week and, in addition, one or 
two of the 
recitation rooms will 
be 
converted into dormitories. 
The Gen­ 
eral Council delegation will have their 
quarters at the college and the dorm i­ 
tories there are now being prepared 
to receive 
the men and women 
who 
will 
come in 
the latter part of 
the 
week 
It is the prediction that 200 or 
more 
will 
be quartered 
at 
college 
alone. 
The refectory at the seminary will 
b* the place for many of the people to 
get their meals 
hut the large atten­ 
dance will make feeding all the visit­ 
ors there impossible, it is now thought, 
and 
efforts are being made to 
get 
boarding houses 
for scores of them. 
Many of those who will come here will 
Ii* guests in homes of the town during 
the week, and some of them have a l­ 


ready arrived. 
The large attendance V i!I, it is be­ 
lieved, make it impossible to hold the 
evening 
sessions 
in the 
Seminary 
Chapel, as has been the custom in the 
past, and 
the officers are now 
con­ 
tem plating holding the night meetings 
in Hrua Chapel. 
These w'lll all 
have 
lectures 
as their special 
attractions 
and the 
use of the college 
building 
will allow all to be seated comfortably 
for them. 
The twilight services may 
also be held on the college grounds so 
as to avoid the necessity of the long 
walk to the Hill and then back to tnw'n 
for the evening lectures. 
The program which 
recently ap­ 
peared in full in The Times is an a t­ 
tractive one to those engaged in reli­ 
gious work 
The first session is to be 
held on Friday afternoon. 


That the governm ent and military 
authorities intend to co-operate with 
the local civil officials in prosecuting 
all cases in which soldiers are con­ 
cerned was amply m anifested in the 
arrest here Monday night by Chief of 
Police F. VV.

are charged with enticing York girls 
to Hanover. The soldiers were taken 
to York arid committed to jail for a 
’ hearing before Alderman N, C. May, 
before whom Mr. Rain had preferred 
charges on information received and 
at the direction of District Attorney 
Harvey A. Gross. The gills are Mallei 
K nipple, aged 16, a daughter of Mrs, 
Henry Bease, York, 
arui 
Margaret 
Hems, who is 14 years old. and is the 
daughter of Isaac Hems, York, 
When the York officers arrived in 
Gettysburg they found that the army 
n on here had had instructions from 
department officials to arrest them. 
Cook was already in the guard house. 
Dimitros or Andrews had not yet been 
arrested because the army pest pie did 
not know 
him as Andrews, but as 
Dimitros, only. However, 
Mr. Fain 
identified him by letters which the 
soldier had written to the Hems girl, 
and which he admitted having writ- 
ten. 
On July 14, it is charged, the sol­ 
diers went to York and enticed the 
girls to go along with them. They 
took the last trolley car for Hanover 
and arrived there 
about midnight, 
|vhere the girls were arrested as run­ 
aw ays by Chief Smooch and Officer 
Frahs, of that place 
The next day 
the girls were taken to York ami com ­ 
mitted to the House o f Detention. 
It is understood that District A ttor­ 
ney Gross took up the case with army 
officers and was assured that 
they 
and the W ar Department would stand 
back of the civilian courts 
in any 
cases in correcting 
the 
impression 
that soldiers may be tried and punish­ 
ed by the military authorities only. 
The district attorney has guaranteed 
that soldiers must respect the laws of 
the land ami that the military author­ 
ities will siam! balk of the civil o f ­ 
ficers in the performance 
of their 
duties. 


An advertisement in The Times to­ 
day tells that, 
beginning Thursday 
the Gettysburg Ice and Storage Com­ 
pany will charge for milk nine cents 
a quart and five cents a pint; and for 
cream 40 cents a quart.

search for the body began. 
It was not 
until nearly 7 o’clock, after it had been

The annual district convention of 
the Patriotic Order Sons of America 
will In? held in New Oxford next S a t­ 
urday. Business sessions will Im* held 
morning and afternoon, 
and 
at six 
o’clock iii the evening there will be a 
parade. 
Among the camps to send 
delegations will be the one at G ettys­ 
burg. Its degree team and the Citi­ 
zens’ Band will take part. Among the 
speakers at the gathering to follow 
the parade will be J. Calvin Strayer, 
of York; E. E. Clark, Pittsburgh; and 
Pius G. Omer, Arendtsville. 


In former articles upon the Reserve 
Officers’ 
Training 
Camp 
at 
Fort 
Niagara, 
I have at tim es taken 
oc­ 
casion to intimate that the men were 
overtrained. 
The first official recogni­ 
tion of 
that fact arrived last 
week 
when several instructors cautioned the 
men of their companies not to permit 
themselves 
to grow* stale. 
It 
was 
stated that the lines in parade especi­ 
ally showed 
a laxity not 
apparent 
some weeks back. 
Instead of showing 
improvement in the precision of close 
order drill the men grew worse. 
Probably, as a result of this condi­ 
tion, the work 
was easier last w«*ek 
than at any time since the start of the 
camp. 
The schedule of sixteen hours 
a day and the discipline were rigidly 
maintained although there was com­ 
paratively little 
work requiring the 
excessive physical effort put forth in 
former weeks. 
Selection 
of candidates 
for com­ 
missions was begun last Monday with 
the appointment of two men from each 
company to remain at the Fort as in­ 
structors at the next camp beginning' 
August 27th. On Thursday ten men for 
intelligence work abroad, twenty-five 
for munition work, fifty for the Motor 
Truck Division, and one hundred and 
fifty for the quartermaster 
depart­ 
ment, were summoned to 
headquar­ 
ters. 
Their qualifications 
were in­ 
quired into 
and, while there are 
no 
certainties 
here, it is assumed that 
they will be commissioned. 
In addition to the 
numiier above, 
forty five men from each company will 
be commissioned for active line duty. 
A few 
w'ill be recommended 
to re­ 
main for another camp and the re­ 
mainder will lie discharged. 
The average numtier of men to a 
company is now oUiut 
one hundred 
and five. 
Originally there were from 
one hundred and fifty to one hundred 
arid seventy in each outfit; more than 
one third have already been dropped.

many men know they

one is 
actually commissioned; 
and, 
no one is certain of his selection until 
the commission is iii his hands.

are at least two more w eeks’ w'ork dur­ 
ing which time it is quite possible to 
commit some breach of discipline that 
will throw' aside the efforts of the past 
three months and leave the applicant 
just where he started.

Detailed statistics on 
these are not available. 
The Agricultural Department’s sta­ 
tistical bureau says that every county 
in the state

Every Army Unit May Be Re­ 


organized at Once. 


SOME INCREASED, SOME GUT 


Each Company Under th# New Plant 
Would Bs Composed of 250 Mer? W ith 
a Captain and Four Lieutenants—Ac­ 
tion Shows That Our Forest Ars Ex­ 
pected to Co-opsrate W ith French. 


Tho first im portant result of General 
Pershing’s con I crem es at the Parle 
w ar offn e and obaen ut ions on the west 
em front will be a reorganization of 
the United States arm y along the lines 
of the French units. 
The reorganization will affect every 
company, regim ent und division of the 
present regular establishm ent and the 
m ilitia units that are about to go to 
camp. 
The national arm y, called un 
der the draft, will be organised alto­ 
gether along F reiuh lines 
Oiders fur the reorganization are now 
being prepared by the genet a1 staff and 
will be telegraphed to the various de 
paitm eutal com m anders about the date 
of the field mobilization of the militia. 
Perehing’s Recommendations. 
As a result of the expel leu* e of the 
civil war, supplied with lessons taken 
from European w ars of fifty years, the 
American arm y was organised on the 
basis of from IOO to 150 men to a com 
pany, 1,200 to 1,800 to a regim ent and 
approxim ately 
28,500 to a division 
The w ar college has Insisted that this 
represented the best possible system of 
organization for a num ber of reasons 
of a technical nature 
General Pershing has been convinced 
by the French general staff th at such 
organizations were proper under th** 
old methods of w arfare, but th at the 
United States should do away com 
pietely with this system lf the A inert 
can troops are to be of the utm ost po# 
sible service to the allies cause. 
Iu place of these units General Persh 
lag has recommended by cable that the 
companies be Increased to 260 men, tag 
intents to 3,000 and divisions be cut 
approxim ately to 17,000. 
As it would be lmtMtsaible to expect 
France to reorganize an arm y of mil 
lions, General Pershing reported that 
this country should immediately build 
Its system along the lines already fob 
lowed by the greater force. 
Wbeu General Pershing’s report was 
received olfl ors of the w ar college dl 
vision of the general staff objected 
strenuously

officers complained bitterly th at the 
United Flu tee should not throw over 
bodily s system th at was adopted be­ 
cause it was believed to tie perfect.
